terest in the paper.

Ja m e s 
conducted 
the 
paper 
alone. 
Beginning 
May 26, 1856, Mr. 
Lusk issued a daily 
as well 
as

weekly, and continued 
it 
for

than a year, this being 
one 
of the 
first M issouri 
dailies 
w est 
of 
St. 
Louis. 
Again during the legislative 
sessions of 1859 and 1861 a daily was 
published. 
Jam es Lusk died early in 
1858 and W. H. Lusk returned to the 
helm.

became 
editor Ju ly 23, 1859 and announced:

June, 1860, W. H. Lusk returned to 


such as these were compensated for 1 
by the prospect 
of

public opinion. 
McCulloch died d u r­ 
ing the first year of the pap er's 
e x ­ 
istence, and Kdwards continued 
its 
publication alone until 
A u g u st 
21, 
1810 when he suspended it for w ant 
of support. 
The voice of the K nquirer was not 
destined to rem ain quiet for 
long, 
and in Septem ber, 1840 it w as bought 
by William 
Lusk 
and S. L. Sm ith. 
The editors supported Van Buren for 
president, and adopted as their mot- 
tun a quotation of his: 
“The sober 
second th ought of the people is never 
w rong and alw ays efficient”. The ses­ 
sion of the Missouri legislature which 
followed provided much news of wide 
popular interest, and no doubt aided 
m aterially in the establishm ent 
of 
the paper on a firm basis. 
William Lusk becam e sole p ro p rie­ 
tor December 31, 1840, and on A pril 
8, 1841 made two changes in the p a ­ 
per. 
The spelling of the nam e was 
changed to Inquirer and an o th er q uo­ 
tation from Van Buren w as adopted 
as its m otto: 
“Com ing into office the 
declared enem y of both a N ational 
D epartm ent and a N ational Bank 
I 
have earnestly endeavored to prevent 
a re so n to e ith e r”. 
In addition 
to 
his 
editorial 
duties 
Mr. Lusk had 
time to do surveying and to aid in the 
establishm ent of land titles, for each 
issue of the Inquirer carried his a d ­ 
vertisem ent. 


The frail health of Mr. Lusk made 
it necessary for him 4o secure 
a s ­ 
sistance in his editorial work, and on 
A u g u st 5, 1841 his son, Jam es, 
be­ 
came 
associated 
w ith 
him. 
This 
p artn ersh ip was continued until 
the 
tfoath of William Lusk October 
10. 
1843. 
T h e re a fte r Jam es took charge 
com pletely, and from April 3 to O c­ 
tober 23, 1845 proclaimed his a d h e r­ 
ence to the words of the im m ortal 
Benton: 
“ E v ery th in g for the Cause 
N othing for M en”. 


The news, as was typical of most 
papers of th a t period, was largely 
national anti foreign, but 
gradually 
more and more local events appeared 
in the Inquirer. D uring the cam paign 
of June to November, 1844 a special 
political issue called “The S p y " was

being decidedly W hig in sym pathy. 


D uring the
